killed, the dispatch stated. 


Otto Haufler, forty, seaman, De- 


troit, was wounded by the crazed sec- 
ond officer, whose name is given as 
S. J. Stettor, thirty, Norfolk. Stettor 
wounded himself when police boarded 
the boat on her arrival at Port 
Leixoes.

IN WILMINGTON 


URGES A NEW_FRATERNITY 


President Harding Tells Young Re- 


publicans of a Universal 


Brotherhood. 


WILMINGTON, Del., June 9.—A 


new "fraternity of citizenship thruout 
the world" must be brought about, 
President Harding said here today. 


In a brief 
speech to the young 


men's republican club, which gave a 
luncheon in his honor, the president 
said such a spirit of universal brother- 
hood was, in his opinion, God's wish 
for the world. America has a part to 
play in bringing it about, Mr. Harding 
said. 


The president violated his ex- 


pressed intention of . not making a 
speech when he was enthusiastically 
cheered following an address of wel- 
come by Mayor Roy Harvey of Wil- 
mington. 


WILMINGTON, Del, June 9. — ] 


President Harding, in his speech at 
the luncheon at the Hotel Dupont in 
responding to the address of wel- 
come, said: 


"Ladies and gentlemen: 
"When I entered upon the engage- 


ment to visit Wilmington on my way 
to Milford to be received into the 
Tell Cedars of Lebanon, there was a 
contract made that 1 should not en 
counter any occasion which called 
upon me for a speech. But I could 
not remain silent after 
the kindly 


words of greeting by my old triend 
and former colleaguei n the senate, 
Senator Dupont, nor can I be insen- 
sible to the very kindly greeting of 
your mayor, Mr. Harvey; nor can I be 
Unmindful of the cordiality of this 
most unexpected welcome to the me- 
tropolis of the state of Delaware. 


"1 wish I could somehow contrast 


my own feelings with yours. 
Your 


mayor speaks of the honor which at- 
tends the presidential visit which 
seemingly goees with the dignity of { 
the office, but the pleasure Is all on 
thaloae »ide..,-.it is a joy to .come. It- 
is good to get out of Washington, and 
breathe pure air of America. 
"I mean by that there isn't an un- 


wholesome atmosphere in the na- 
tional capital, but I like to get out 
where the people are • busy in their 
hopeful activities,' and confidence in 
the constant making of a great re- 
public thru their individual and com- 
munity activities. 
I wish I could 


share it now. 
"I never ride thru the streets 


where people do the very natural and 
becoming honors to the chief execu- 
tive, without noting the thousands of 
children on the streets, with their 
smiling faces and their reverent re- 
gard and their looks of hopefulness, 
rollicking 
pure Americanship, un- 


touched by class, unhampered by any 
restrictions. Whenever I see, and 
meet them as I do some times, it not 
only means a treat to my own heart, 
¥ut ever renews the resolution that 
"God helping me, I want to hand on 
to them the republic we inherited 
ourselves.' 


"I have been hearing some com- 


plaint* about the scarcity of labor. 
Bless your hearts, it is only a year or 
more ago that we were having so 
many conferences in Washington to 
cure the condition of unemployment. 
While 1 am always sorry that there 
is not ample help to perform every 
task. I would rather have three jobs 
for every workman in America, than 
three idle men for every job. 
"It is not so easy to manage when

cannot be ignorant of this fact. There- 
fore, as business men they will even- 
tually consider it cheaper to take the 
present loss and pay France to the 
uttermost. 


There will then be an eventual re- 


covery for Germany. After that, the 
reckoning with France may come. 


mans in their struggle to resist the 
allies' indemnity penalties. The effect 
of poverty has been well maintained, 
while the German population has not 
suffered as much as it would if a real 
effort to pay the indemnity had been 
made. The working part of the Ger- 
man population, millionaire industrial- 
ists and trade unionists alike have 
been benefited.

FDIDDTG USE FOR MARSH HAT 


Farmers Diseorer Scheme for Sale 


for Packing Purpotef. 


OSHKOSH, Wi».. June ».—Marsh 


land, which only a few years ago was 
considered valueless because it could 
not be drained and put under culti- 
vation, is now a real money making 
proposition in Wisconsin. Wlnnebago 
county farmers recently struck a 
scheme for the sale ot the marsh hay 
for packing purposes and for use in 
steel mills, and now a huge industry 
Is springing up.. 


The scene of this new Industry is 


the Waulcau marsh, a section of low 
and wet land containing about 6,500 
acres, located about two miles south 
ot Waukau. The originator of the 
enterprise was D. W. Osbora of Qsh- 
kosh. He placed the project on a 
business basis, catting and balling the 
wild grass that grows on the marshea 
and his introduction of tractors in the 
work has been aa Innovation. 


There waa only one other large 


marsh hay operator in the eaiire 
country who could be classed as a 
rival to OsbOTQ. This man. J. R. Guild 
of MedaryrlHe. Ind.. used horse-drawn 
machinery in having. Recently Guild 
parc&aeed the Osborn interest here. 
There are two kinds of grass on the 
marsh, one kaowu as blue joint grass. 
and the other as 3ooc swamp bay. 
The best and finest hay Is torted cut 
and «*at to m«rket for feeding cafOe. 
The long coarse grass goes to the 
steel factories la the east wh«rc it is 


spun into rope and used for making 
cords for moulding iron pipes. 


The grass rope it wound on steel 


cylinders and covered with a thin 
coating of clay. Then the molten Iron 
is poured into the moulds and the 
heat burns away the hay, making it 
easy to take out the cores. The coarse 
grass is sent to glass factories 
at 


Pittsburgh, and other centers of in- 
dustries and is used for packing win- 
dow and other glass for shipment It 
Is also used for packing bananas. 
The cutting of the hay starts about 
the middle ot July.

Surgeons have been using local anesthetic for minor 


operations for a long time, so that if a patient is so ia- 
clined he can "enjoy" himself watching the work from 
a grandstand seat. The local anesthetic has been de- 
veloped, however, to the point that in certain cases of 
removal of the appendix, for instance, the patient is no 
longer compelled to undergo the nauseating experience 
of taking ether and like sleep-producers, but may, with- 
out pain, follow the knife all thru the operation. 


A good many state bankers think that interest rates 


on certificates of deposit ought to be reduced to 4 per 
cent. They say that when the overhead is taken into 
consideration there is little or no money in loaning this 
money, or rather the proportion of it left after the re- 
serve has been taken care of. The law limits the In- 
terest rate to 5 per cent, and most of the state bankers 
are paying this. One banker In discussing the matter 
said that it would take an amendment to the law to se- 
cure the reduction, and he doubted if a legislature 
would ever consent to that. There are enough bankers 
to object to a cut to make a general agreement possible. 


A Lincoln man who formerly was interested in several 


country banks says that his experience was that the 
Veal profit in the business lies in the side lines that the 
country banker can carry on, such as selling insurance, 
steamship tickets, making our legal papers and the like. 
These 
are lines 
that the town 
banker cannot, for 


obvious reasons, engage in. The man who loans another 
fellow money can have considerable influence in getting 
these little side jobs to do. 


"Western Nebraska newspapers report that a con- 


siderable part of the surplus potatoes from the crop of 
last year are being fed to cattle. The tubers are made 
the principal food, and the last three weeks before mar- 
kting the animals are put on corn. One feeder says 
that potatoes seem to be an acquired taste for cattle. 
He starts in with a small amount and increases this 
gradually until they will eat as much as 100 pounds 
apiece a day. Many of the potatoes can be had for the 
hauling, and the most that anybody is reported as pay- 
ing has been 50 cents a hundred. 


The figures recently given In this column as to the 


amount of reparations Germany has paid were taken 
from an article by Frank H. Simonds. My attention 
has been called to a later article taken from the federal 
reserve bank bulletin which shows that 1,562,000.000 in 
gold marks has been paid in cash, 3,318,542,000 in kind, 
meaning material, and 2,594,342,000 in state property. 
This makes a total of 7,397,553,000 of gold marks that 
have been paid. The article 
states that the exact 


amount of the award is not known. The present con- 
ference is talking of a total of 30 or 40 billion gold 
marks.
